PREFACE. 

The  present  is  a pictorial  age  in  education  as  well  as  lit- 
erature. That  pictures  are  useful  in  the  primary  department 
of  instruction,  is  not  doubted.  Their  abuse  alone  is  to  he 
deprecated.  To  use  them  appropriately,  is  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal designs  of  this  work.  They  have  been  employed  to 
illustrate  the  meaning  of  words,  and  the  subject  of  each  les- 
son— in  no  case  being  used  to  assist  the  learner  in  pronounc- 
ing words— -a  practice,  deemed  an  abuse  of  them. 

While  ornament  has  been  regarded,  appropriateness  of 
matter  has  not  been  overlooked.  The  aim  has  been  to  com- 
bine the  two.  Each  reading  lesson  is  composed  of  those 
words  only,  which  are  found  in  previous  spelling  lessons. — 
By  this  means  the  learner  is  able,  in  reading,  to  give  an  easy 
and  natural  utterance  to  each  word.  The  work  is  made  up 
wholly  of  intelligible  words — words  already  familiar  to 
children.  The  use  of  unmeaning  syllables,  commonly  found 
in  primary  books,  has  been  rejected.
